pupils and other associates in 
art. 

The scrolls, about 16x16, con¬ 
tain various delicately wrought 
vignettes, including a portrait 
flowers, receptacles for serving 
sake (the Japanese rice wine) 
and other pleasant reminders 
and symbols of hospitality and 
friendliness together with the 
graceful Japanese signatures of 
five or more artists who par¬ 
ticipated in executing the cour¬ 
teous messages. 

Bill Jenkins, whose home is 
in Sierra Madre (and who, be¬ 
tween you and us, is by way of 
becoming the patron saint and 
chief almoner of the Okinawa 
artists—although he would be 
the last to admit the truth!) 
and who is engaged in engi¬ 
neering work in that Japanese 
coastal island, has made hun¬ 
dreds of snapshots, both in 
black and white and in color, 
of the island life and its peo¬ 
ple. Several friends of Bill’s in 
town have been favored with 
samples from time to time, an 
especially fine assortment of 
recent "takes” having arrived 
at the office of the NEWS this 
week. 

As for the Okinawa Artists 
Society, its members are cur¬ 
rently in the second wave of 
concentration and excitement 
aimed at Sierra Madre. They 
want to send over a specimen 
of their best painting, and evi¬ 
dently it is to be the result of 
a group competition! Bill Jen¬ 
kins writes to a friend here: 
“Yes, they tell me they are now 
working on something to hang 
in the Sierra Madre exhibit, 
but they must be sure it is 
"first class, O. K.!” A typed 
circular from Okinawa Artists 
Society states that "the prom¬ 
inent factor of Okinawa his¬ 
tory during a thousand years 
was the fine arts incarnating 
rich local color.” Many of these 
treasures were destroyed by 
American air raids on military 
objectives, and it is now the 
Society’s purpose “to restore 
and elevate the Okinawa arts.”

the library fund, the council- 
men pointed out that the $9,- 
213 allotted for the library 
would not restrict bookbuying 
activities. Last year the budget 
allowed was $9771, and the li¬ 
brary board asked for $10,085 
this year. 

The council allowed $1600 for 
purchase of books, the amount 
spent by the library last year 
for books, but the board had 
asked for $2200. Library salar¬ 
ies, which the board boosted 
last year, weie earmerked for 
cuts by the council this year. 

But under state law the total 
budget can be spent—for books 
or salaries or magazines or 
what-have-you—as the library 
board sees fit. The council has 
no control over the expendi¬ 
tures. 

The largest increase was in 
the water department. Last year 
the expenditures were $58,348. 
This year they are estimated 
at $104,187. 

This, however, is laid to such 
expensive items as $4000 for 
emergency replacement of 30- 
year-old pump equipment, $18,- 
000 for pipe lines and $6500 for 
a new booster pump. 

In connection with expenses 
for transportation of rubbish to 
another dump, it was pointed 
out that the county Air Pollu¬ 
tion Control District is not now 
clamping down on “back yard” 
incinerators. 

All rubbish collections previ¬ 
ously in effect will be carried 
on. Councilmen urged, however, 
that everyone burn as much of 
his clippings as possible in his 
own incinerators.

The decision to carry full lia¬ 
bility insurance increased gen¬ 
eral costs from $1143 to $3494. 

Rubbish collection jumped 
from $8,402 to $12,050, and it 
won’t end there. Included in 
this item was $3500 “additional 
expense due to closing of the 
dump.” 

But it was pointed out that 
the extra cost of hauling rub¬ 
bish to a privately operated 
dump near Duarte, 14 miles 
away,*would cost the taxpayers 
approximately $1000 a month 
—$12,000 a year—more than in 
1947-48.

budget from the water depart¬ 
ment to the general fund. 

This was $7,077.50 to the "In- 
terest and Sinking Fund” to 
pay the interest on water bonds. 
This indicates that the water 
department is now established 
on a “self-supporting” basis ex¬ 
cept for water bond retirement. 

If this amount had not been 
transferred and specifically ear¬ 
marked for water bond inter¬ 
est, the over-all tax rate would 
have been increased by 14 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 

As it is, the rate for Interest 
and Sinking Fund was cut by 
10 cents, from $.3928 per $100 
to $.2928. 

The library rate was cut from 
the 19 cents of last year to 17 
cents. 

The Park Fund levy was set 
at 10 cents per $100, because 
last year, when no levy was 
applied, the department ran in¬ 
to the “red.”
